If itis 
desired to make very healthy, stocky plants, they may be 
transplanted or repotted when about 2 or 3 inches high.

For 
fall and winter the early kinds should be sown from the 
middle of July to the middle of August, and the Ruta-Bagas 
from the middle of June to the first of July, using 1 “lbs. of 
seed to the acre. “‘Swede’’ and “‘ Ruta-Baga’’ being synon- 
ymous terms, the names below, given as they are generally 
used, will be readily understood. The English varieties 
are almost exclusively used for early planting for market.
